the pipe poured o\ er his prostrate form 
literally, rooking the rU-sh from

bones. 


The accident \\as one of the most 


frightful recorded in the annals of one 
paper manufacturing business and of 
the first fatal accident? that has oc- 
curred at the Floriston plant. 


The death dealing stream was shut 


off immediately after -the acci-lent hap- 
pened, but life was already 
extinct.

GOVERNMENT OWNERSHIP A FAILURE

HKNKVKR the question of government ownership 


of public utilities is argued it is customary to 


point to Australia and New Zealand as shining examples 
of the succ-fs^ of the idea. So persistently has this been 
stated that by most people it is taken as an incontroverti- 
ble argument in favor of government and municipal own- 
ership by socialists ami other advocates of communism In 
it- various forms.

The argument of those who oppose absolute govern- 


ment ownership that with a system of civil service in vogue 
in all work of a public or semi-public character the effic- 
iency of the en^re sei%ice \\ill be vitiated through a lack 
of incentive seems to be fully borne out by the experience 
of Australia and New Zealand. The government employes 
have made a set of rules not only regulacing the hours of 
labor but limiting the amount of work that a workman 
shall do, so that the < ost of production to the government 
was greatly increased. On the other hand, many private 
firms and individuals who could not compete with the 
government which has invaded fselds that in other coun- 
tries are left to private entetpiise for exploitation, were 
driven to the wall. 


It would seem that a reactionary movement has sprung 


up in Australia which, for the time being at least, will put 
a stop to the further extension of the policy of government 
ownership in that pai t of the world. With the experience 
of those countries before us, perhaps it would be best to 
confine ourselves more to a system of government control 
under piivate ownership.

CHINESE EXCLUSION

JME writer thinks that what <-auses the irritation of 


the Chinese go\eminent and people toward the Uni- 


ted States because this country \\ill not open its gates to 
the hordes that want admission to this country, is that 
China is directly discriminated against; that if a law 
could be passod shutting out the unwelcome classes from 
all countries, China would be satisfied. 
Well, there is a 


law which applies to all the world and which literally con- 
strue J would be a most exclusive law against the Chinese. 
That is the law whit h excludes tuntrac': laborers, for Chi- 
nese coolies tan only come under contract. 
They have 


no means on which to come away. The Chinese company's 
pick them up. tvery one comes as a slave to one company 
or another; their relatives at home are mortgaged to In- 
sure good faith in i anying out the contract; it ts simply 
a species of servitude and there is no motive behind it all 
except plunder. 


When Minister "Wu Ting Fang left this country he 


hurled a defiant message at this tountry, \\hiih was in 
substance: 
"You "nave made your challenge to the yellow 


races; see that your walls be strong." We are tolJ that 
Wu is most anxious to have the restriction removed that 
prevents the Chinese from going to the Hawaiian Islands. 
He is a shrewd man and knows that where his country- 
men go, that means disaster to all generous working races, 
but he does not worry over that. When here he declaimed 
fine-fly against the exclusion act, and we su = pect that he 
may be thanked, at loan In pait, for the boycott now on 
imainvt American products. 


But we hope our government \\ill not be jostled out of 


n- calm because of that boycott. China has no paramount 
dtsire in that re?r-<?ct except to buy what it has to buy 
in the cheapest market. She will not loig maintain a boy- 
cott that costs her money. But no matter. 
There are 


higher considerations in this business than money. AH the 
cities on the Gulf have established quarantines against 
New Orleans. 
The question trade does not enter their 


tabulations. Rather they but follow an instinct to pro- 
tect their own people against a pestilence. Well there are 
more than one kind of plague. As soon as frost comes, 
if not before, the plague will disappear from the south. 
But there is another yellow plague that no frost -will kill. 
The only way to avoid It, Is to keep It out.—Goodwin's 
Weekly.
